SCHOOL TEACHERS TO 
ATTENB INSTITUTES 


Indianapolis, Aug. 26 
(JP)—In­ 
diana school teachers will hear 
at institutes this week a plea of 
Floy d I. McMurray , state super­ 
intendent of public instruction, 
tha emphasis be placed on the 
teaching of patriotism, temper­ 
ance, safety , conserv ation, the 
Bible, the constitution and all 
character-building subjects. 
All teachers, McMurray said 
today , should include child guid­ 
ance instruction in ev ery sub­ 
ject. 
“ Someone will perform a fine 
serv ice to Indiana in the prep­ 
aration of an outline for each 
teaching subject suggesting to 
the teacher how she can empha­ 
size the whole program of guid­ 
ance,” McMurray pointed out. 
He outlined three other needs 
in many Indiana schools as fol­ 
lows: (1) Additional equipment 
and supplies for proper instruc­ 
tion, (2) replacement and addi­ 
tions to school libraries and (3) 
rev ision of courses to meet mod­ 
ern needs. 
McMurray said “ new subjects 
on which all our pupils should 
be informed and with which 
they will surely be concerned in 
life are rural electrification, soil 
conserv ation and contrdl, recre­ 
ation and organized play , social 
security , safety education—and 
these are but a few new activ i­ 
ties of this changing era. We 
need to be prepared to giv e the 
best possible instruction on cur­ 
rent matters.” 
He announced approx imately 
200 
old-fashioned, 
one-room 
schools would bé closed through 
consolidations nex t y ear. Last 
y ear 138 of these schools were 
closed. 
In the last two y ears, he point­ 
ed out, Indiana has built approx ­ 
imately 6 50 new buildings, addi­ 
tions and improv ements, 
and 
more than-20 college buildings 
hav e been constructed with fed­ 
eral gov ernment aid.

Washington, Aug. 26 (JP)—Act- 
ng Chairman Cannon (D-Mo) of 
the house appropriations com­ 
mittee predicted today a bal­ 
anced budget nex t y ear through 
reduction of all appropriations. 
“ By 1939,” he asserted, “ we 
shall begin making pay ments on 
the national debt.” The debt now 
stands just under $37 ,000,000,000, 
the largest figure in history . 
“ For the first time, the condi­ 
tion of the country is back to 
where we ex pect to discontinue 
or drastically curtail emergency 
activ ities,” Cannon said. 
While Cannon looked to nex t 
y ear, treasury officials said a 
probable rev ision of budget esti­ 
mates for th.is fiscal y ear might 
show federal finances in better 
shape. 
They said enactment of the 
law to close tax loopholes \and 
the “ freezing” of a part of ap­ 
propriations already made 
to 
departments would make possible 
a substantial reduction in the 
prospectiv e 1938 deficit. 
This deficit was placed at 
$4 18,000,000 in an April forecast 
but Cannon, speaking of 
the 
J anuary session of congress, said 
“ ev ery appropriation bill will 
carry less than the correspond­ 
ing bill of the present session.” 
Congress appropriated about 
$9,4 00,000,000 in the session just 
ended, compared with $10,336 ,- 
4 89,97 0 last y ear. The latter, 
howev er, included $2.237 ,000,000 
for the soldiers’ bonus. 
Cannon said he might discuss 
budget 
balancing 
possibilties 
with the president before leav ­ 
ing the capital. 
Increased rev enue, bigger re­ 
pay ments of loans and larger re­ 
turns from self-liquidating con­ 
struction projects should be im­ 
portant 
factors, 
he 
said, 
in 
equalizing income and outgo. 
Some appropriation bills, Can­ 
non said, may be cut as much as 
30 per cent under those of sim­ 
ilar bills for this y ear. He said 
it ought to be possible to slash 
the relief appropriation 25 pe 
cent. 
He added he looked for little 
increase in ex penditures as a 
result of a projected 
general 
farm bill. Enough funds must be 
prov ided for a soil conserv ation 
program, 
he 
said, 
but 
price 
maintenance operations “ should 
be self-sustaining.”

papers were left in n o dou bt as to what the mili­ 
tarist chieftain s ex pected of them. 
Editor & Pu blisher magazin e carries an article 
based u pon in form ation obtain ed from a n ews­ 
paper correspon den t who has ju st retu rn ed from 
Japan , which makes in stru ctiv e readin g. 
For 
ex am ple: 
“Ev ery pu blisher an d man agin g editor was 
called to arm^ headqu arters on Ju ly 12 an d giv en 
in stru ction s on how to han dle the North Chin a 
story an d they were told how to write editorials, 
stressin g the u n ity of the n ation in su pport of 
the arm y ’s program. So far n o on e has fou n d 
an y bu sin ess men su pportin g the North Chin a 
campaign . Ev ery n ewspaper was in stru cted to 
start a campaign for cash an d comfort kits, an d 
employ es of the paper, althou gh opposed to the 
army , were forced to con tribu te. This campaign 
was featu red in all the papers in order to em­ 
phasize on the pu blic’s min d th a t the papers 
were with the army . As a m atter of fact, the 
papers were the on es which campaign ed again st 
the army in the last election , which wen t 45 to 1 
again st the m ilitary .” 
In addition to this pressu re on domestic jou r­ 
n alists, all foreign correspon den ts in Japan are 
su bject to su rv eillan ce an d hav e, on the same 
basis as Japan ese editors, receiv ed in stru ction s 
from the Metropolitan Police Board of Toky o on 
w hat poin ts shou ld be “born e in min d in all edi­ 
torial work.” Correspon den ts are warn ed again st 
items th at are “liable to giv e the impression th at 
Japan ese are a bellicose people or th at Japan ese 
foreign policy is aggressiv e” or th at “brin g abou t 
alien ation of the people from the army .” 
This is militarism an d dictatorship in action , 
n ot du rin g a war or ev en du rin g the hostilities 
of an u n declared con flict. It was don e to prepare 


the Japan ese pu blic m in d for w hat was abou t 
to happen in an d to Chin a. 
------------ o------------- 
AVOIDING BONDED RESERVE 
It is reassu rin g to learn th a t Treasu ry officials 
n ow in clin e toward modify in g the social secu rity 
act so as to av oid u ltimately pilin g u p a reserv e 
fu n d of abou t $49 ,000,000,000 for old age in su r­ 
an ce. There is a v ital prin ciple in v olv ed, seriou s­ 
ly affectin g the econ omic well-bein g of the n a­ 
tion . Haste shou ld n ot be perm itted to in terfere 
with adequ ate con sideration of the m erits of a 
su bstitu te pay -as-y ou -go plan . 
Between n ow an d n ex t win ter time en ou gh 
will be afforded for digestin g the su bstitu tes. 
The impou n din g of su ch a reserv e by the issu ­ 
an ce of secu rities, which wou ld in crease the pres­ 
en t n ation al debt by 135 per cen t, is an u n der­ 
takin g altogether too formidable, besides bein g 
a con stan t tem ptation to fu tu re con gresses to 
make div ersion s of treasu ry fu n ds. 
No lon ger is there an y qu estion of the power 
of the federal gov ern men t u n der the gen eral 
welfare clau se of the con stitu tion to make 
gran ts-in -aid to the states for old age in su ran ce 
sin ce the Su preme Cou rt decision of last May . 
Nor is there an y dou bt of the persu asiv en ess of 
the statu te u pon states to set u p u n employ men t 
in su ran ce sy stems. The proof of the pu ddin g is 
in the eatin g, an d ev ery last state has set u p 
su ch a sy stem, whereas on ly on e, Wiscon sin , had 
su ch a sy stem fou r y ears ago. 
Un happily , power to act in an y giv en direction 
does n ot imply wisdom to act correctly . The re­ 
serv e sy stem u n der the federal in su ran ce plan 
has been su bjected to sev ere criticism in fin an ­ 
cial an d commercial qu arters, mu ch of it sou n dly 
based. The effect of a top-heav y debt stru ctu re, 
it has been m ain tain ed, wou ld be a sev ere de­ 
pressan t on bu sin ess. This is the problem the 
con gress will be called u pon to attack when it 
recon v en es in Jan u ary , an d dou btless a better, 
an d safer, way will be fou n d than loadin g the 
gov ern men t down with back-breakin g debt.

Hanover, Pa. (JP)— Little Alma 
Sheppard can’t understand why 
so much fuss is. being made just 
because she drove Nimble Han­ 
over, 4-year-old mare, to a re­ 
markable 2:09 1/2 for a mile. 
“Why, I didn’t do anything; 
the horse did it, the 
11-year- 
old girl protests. 
But the 250 spectators who 
thrilled at the performance at 
Hanover Farms, readily testify 
it was the child’s clever handling 
of the trotter that accomplished 
the trick in a race with the stop­ 
watches. 
Horsemen say the remarkable 
part of it all was that the mare 
has a reputation as a fractious 
performer. She was the 
“bad 
girl’’ of the big Hanover stables 
—until Alma took her in hand. 
That was last summer. Their 
friendship reads like something 
from a story bood. 
Nimble Hanover was handled 
by top-notch trainers, but she 
had a way of her own. Some gave 
her up as a confirmed incorrigi­ 
ble. 
Others 
scratched 
their 
heads, cussed under their breath 
and wished all sorts of 
dire 
things for the pesky mare. 
But Alma didn’t feel that way 
about her. She liked Nimble 
Hanover because the mare al­ 
ways was in trouble. She took a 
great fancy to the horse; 
the 
horse seemed to take instantly 
to the little girl. They became 
pals. 
Alma exercised the horse daily, 
and, to the wonder of all, the 
stubborn mare became a docile 
and willing trotter. Alma worked 
with the horse until the leaves 
turned brown. 
A few weeks ago, there was 
much excitement on the farm. 
Alma had sent Nimble Hafiover 


around in 2-121. 
Her father, 
Lawrence B. Sheppard, master 
of the breeding farm, arranged 
a meeting to give Alma a chance 
to lower the record officially. The 
day before the run, it rained. 
The track was slow. Nimble 
Handver was frisky. Alma smiled. 
In the first trial the horse 
seemed certain to go in 2:08 y2 or 
2:09, but about 150 feet from the 
finish, Alma, keyed up, began 
bearing 
down, 
although 
her 
mount already was hitting a 2- 
minute clip in the stretch. 
The inevitable happened— the 
trotter broke, changed her gait 
to a gallop. Alma brought her in 
hand sharply, but the mare fin­ 
ally back in stride, slowed up 
and the mile was timed in 2:10y2. 
A half hour later, Alma took the 
mare out again and produced a 
2:09 3-4.

Everyone 
cheered and applauded. Alma 
drove on to the satble. Admiring 
friends and camera men found 
her there—rubbing down

Little Miss Sheppard had her 
first ride behind a trotter when 
she was 4 years old. Tom Berry, 
noted rider, used to hold her on 
his lap as he jogged around the 
track. 
Alma was driving her own sul­ 
ky a year later. 
Her 5-year-rOld sister, Patricia, 
is starting out—with a pony.

Canton plunged China into war 
with England by burning British 
opium. 
As a fortune in narcotics went 
up in flames, Chinese in Peming 
watched a dense pall of smoke 
drift over the Forbidden City

He stretches himself on the 
lawn for a little “snuggling” par­ 
ty with Lethal, a veteran dia­ 
mond back that had buzzed in 
treatening fashion when he was 
removed from the cage. 
Lethal squirms across his m as­ 
ter’s chest, all idea of striking 
gone. 
“Rattlesnakes,” Puchert says, 
“need only a little understanding 
to be handled safely. They won’t 
bite unless they get excited.” 
There’s a catch in handling 
deadly spiders, too. 
“Want to pose with the taran­ 
tula?” he asks his small daugh­ 
ter, Betty Ross. She does. 
So Otto places the sturdy, silk­ 
en spider on her cheek.
